On 
this principle, it seems to me that now 
isa good time to spéak of a certain 
tone I have observed here in Ando- 
ver, a tone which appears occasionally 
at Town Meetings, and crops out now 
and then on the street, and by these oc- |

opposition, almost of hostility, on the 


_. part of tlie Andover resident, to the en- 


dowed educational Institutions of .An- 
dover.. Now as an Andover resident, 


I feel that this attitude of mind isa 


mistake, that it rests on an erroneous 
apprehension of the part the Institu- 
tions fill in the life of the town. ‘I am 
glad to think this attitude is by no 
means universal. But-there seems to 
be in some quarters a chronic irritation 
which breaks out now and then in re- 
marks such as these: ‘The schools are 
no benefit tu the town. It would bea 
good thing for the town if they were to 
take themselves elsewhere and leave us 
to ourselves.’” Now I believe the 
schools are a very great benefit to the 
town, and that it would be a grave mis- 
fortune if they were ever to take them- 
selves elsewhere; and I believe that 
until this 18 recognized by those of us 
who are permanent residents in Ando- 


“ver, we shall be apt on occasion to 


quarrel with our bread and butter, 

It is true, this irritation, of which I 
speak, has.certain real grounds, It is 
annoying to find a class-motto painted 
on your fence, when, you prefer paint of 
a different.kind.. A base-ball triumph 
makes our streets ring with bells and 
tin horns. But is there nota profit-and- 
less account in all business, and is ‘not: 
this a very good place to enter the loss? 
Such annoyances, however great they 
may be, are far less than the annoy- 
ance of drunkenness, which some towns 
have to endure from some classes of 
their population; less than the rowdy- 
ism suburban resorts have to tolerate 
while getting their living by furnishing 
pleasure tovithe ~city’s thousands. 
Wherever boys or men assemble, there 
will be more or less vice. But the 
amount of vice which prevails in edu- 
cational institutions 8° vastly over- 
rated. There is probably nothing like 
as much vice among 500 students in 
any well conducted school or college, 
as there is among a like number of 
clerks in business, soldiers in the army, 
tradesmen, or railroad-men. Boyish 
pranks certainly occur here at times, 
and they are uot to be defended. But 
they canhot be considered a weighty 
element in 4 serious-consideration of 
the question. In my own. ‘view the 
‘bread and butter benefit is one of the 
least which the Institutions confer on 
the town. I should- estimate as far 


" more important the fact that they create 


here an atmosphere of intelligence, 
which makes’ the average Andover 
inhabitant a far more intelligent 
person than one of similar condi- 
tion elsewhere. Just as the New 
Englander, wherever. you find him 
in the West, is apt to stamd on a 
higher level of intelligence and mor~ 
als than his neighbors, so. an Andover- 
iani—T thifik we may claim without. ar- 
rogance—is apt to have a pre-eminence 
in these respects above others of his 
condition in New England. And this 
is certainly not owing,to any difference 
of orginal stock, but is, 1 believe, ow- 
ing to the fact that for a hundred years 
he has lived where the standards of in- 
telligence and uprightness were excep- 
tionally high, and he has been absorb- 
ing, often quite unconsciously, the 
benefits to them. 

“But this wealth’ in character, if one 
may call it so, ig a matter not readily 
~estimated-in- figures... Andtigures have. 
solid appeal. which 
goes’ home! sometimes when nothing 
else does. Let me cite a few data ‘to 
show the financial value of the Instu- 
tions of the town. 

Parallels exist’ not’in nature but in 
science. No case which would show 
what Andover would be without the 
Institutions.can therefore be cited, 
and of many approximate cases which 
might be cited I have no data. I should 
suppose Topsfield, with its once-fa- 
mous Topsfield Academy, would bea 
not unfair instance of what the centre 
district of Andover without the manu- 
facturing villages, would be, if the In- 
stitutions were not here. Topsfield is 
however not altogether a good instance, 
because it is 11 minutes more from Bos- 
ton by rail than Andover’s average 
tinie. “ Methuen hasa closer connegtion 


with Bawrence thanshas Andover; and. 


the great amount of manufacturing and 
the high value of real estate close at 
hand, must enhance the value of real 
estate in Methuen above what it would 
normally-be, Each one can make what 
-deduction from the Methuen aide of 
the comparison he thinks necessary on 
this account. I find that land in the 
business centre of Methuen is worth 
from $12,000 to $15,000:per acre; that

about $4000 per acre. That is, Ando- 
ver’s business centre: is worth double 
Methuen’s; while residence-land in 
Andover is worth about the same as 
similar land in the suburb of a large 
city. There is evidently some cause 
which enhances the valuation of Ando- 
ver above that of ber teighbors, 
Another point to be considered is the 
size of the population in Andover con- 
nected directly with the Institutions. 
There are 43 families which furnish to 
students: board or lodging or both. 
This does not include resident families 
the children of which attend the Insti- 
tutions; nor does it include the hotels, 
which though they take students, have 
also other business. There are 1t fam- 
ilies of professors and teachers, not in- 
cluded in the above list. There are 
unmarried teachers, superintendents, 
janitors, workmen, with their families, 
and house-servants. Estimating a fam- 
ily at 41-2 persons—the census esti- 
mate, I believe, is 5—we may calculate 
the population directly connected with 
the Institutions and having no other 
business, as follows: 


Students, 474 
Families: 

16 Professors,’ 72 
, 38 Boarding-house keepers’ 171 sin 
Others, as above, 138 


Total, 855 


Now these people must be furnished 
with the necessaries of life; and is safe 
to say that all the food, except an in- 
appreciable fraction, is furnished from 
the town. There is many a town 
which would pay a good bonus fora 
contract to feed,in addition to its other 
inhabitants, 800. to 900 people daily. 
Estimating the cost of food for each 
person at $2.50 per week, we find that 
more than $2,000 per week 1s brought 
into Andover by the population con- 
nected directly with the Institutions. 

About. half of these given in the 
above list are presumably not included 
in the census returns ‘of Andover, but 
are enumerated elsewhere. The re- 
mainder constitutes 1-16 of Andover’s 
population....Whatclass_in the com- 
munity to they belong to? Would they 
be regarded by one who contemplated 
moving into t for business or resi- 
dence. asan esirable elements in the 
commiunity Ur do they belong to that 
class: which by its. law-abiding, intelli- 
gent, progressive character, forms the 
best safeguard, the bést guarantee of 
growth, the best advertisement of any 
community? Are they not of the class 
which a railroad oraland-company, de- 


sirous of building up a new town, | 


would most endeavor to get? to which 
they would offer specially . favorable 
terms to induce them to become inhab- 
itants? Why 18 it that the -property of 
churches and schools is exempt from 
taxation? It is because they have been 
always regarded as of*so great benefit to 
the community as to pay their ‘share to 
the community’s support by their very 
existence. 

But this touches the core of the irri- | 
tation: The town does not like to see 
the property belonging to the Institu- 
tions lying untaxed, when it has hard 
work to make its own property meet 
its necessary taxes, and it grumblingly 
suggests that so large-a property ought 
not to be exempted., But the town may 
well hesitate before even proposing to 
tax such exempted property; for ac- 
cording to the last Assessors’ Report 
the town itself owns $62,275 more of 
property exempt from taxation than 
do the Institutions. 

Let us however place in re strong- 
est hght the favor;if it be such, the 
Institutions receive through exemption 
from taxation. “At arate of 11-2 per 
cent, that part of their property which 
18 at present exempt Would pay a tax 


the extent of. their annual ‘obligation ‘to 
the town; though the off-setting facts 
are not hore reckoned, that the, Insti- 
tions pay taxes on property assessed at 
$60,750, and that the personal property 
of this sixteenth of our populatiol: is 
subject to tax lke that of any other 
residents. Now granting that the town 
remits to the Institutions $11,000 of 
taxes annually, yet the Institutions, as 
has been shown, pay to the town in 9 
months 7 times as much for the one 
item of food alone. 

“Yes, but that argument is, falla- 
cious,’”? says an objector, ‘‘because if 
these people with untaxable . property 
were not here, an equal population 
would be here to be fed and cared for, 
but -with property which couid be 
taxed.” That 1s an assumption, an 
assumption which the more we exam- 
ine it, the more we feel convinced is 
unwarranted.

But one thing more in the matter of 
taxation. The class of inhabitants at 
present attracted to Andover by her 
institutions isa class having property 
invested, and this is a gain. not only to 
jits owners, but to the town in which 
they live. Turning to the reports of 
the Town Treasurer we find that the 
town received from the Gacuoewesith 
fur corporation and bank taxes, in 1888, 
$21,412.01, in 1889, $12,375.95, in 1890, 
$14,702.38. How much “of this would 
shave cometo Andover if the Institu- 
tions and the population they bring had 
not been here? Certainly the differ- 
ence between the receipts for 1888 and 
1889. shows that the falling off there 
visible was not owing to the sixteenth 
of the populatién mentioned, since 
that remained: essentially the same. 
But that a considerable part of the 
capital thus taxed was owned by this: 
class seems probable from the fact that 
Methuen, with no] such class, receives 
from $2,000 to $3,000 only from bank 
and corporation taxes. Moreover, I 
am informed by the Town Collector 
that four years ago “Andover owned 
more bank shares than the city of 
Worcester, 

During the last twenty years a new 
oocupation has sprung up in the coun- 
try towns especially of Maine, New 
Hampshire, and Vermont. It has been 
called the “summer boarder” industry. 
Rugged meuntains and barren hill- 
sides and rocky shores, places which. 
formerly were supposed to. have no 
money 10 them, are discovered to be 
more profitable than good farming 
land. Why? Because it is found that 
every summer « swarm of people will 
visit them and stay from three to five 
months, and pay for being boarded and 
entertained. At first the inhabitants 
of these places looked with aversion on 
the strangers invading their accustomed 
ways. , They felt they had the rights of 
ownership, and if. others with different 
ways chose to intrude, they must take 
what they found and be thankful for 
being tolerated:—But-—now. the short-. 
sightedness of this policy has been dis- 
covered, and country towns are vying 
with one anotherand going to great ex- 
pense. in their efferts to. make them- 
selves attractive to that valuable source 
of income, the summer boarder. Noth- 
ing must interfere. with this harvest, 
for summer boarders pay better than 
cabbages. Switzerland, long ago dis- 
covered this, and reaps a national for- 
tune every year out of her little rocky 
territory: But the one condition on 
which the boarder will come is that 
the.place shall be made attractive to 
him. 

Now Andover has such an industry 
as this, ready made, a century old, atid 
lasting the yearround. It will pay her 
to take care of it. The wise landlord 
does not question the judiciousness. of 
the tastes of his guests. Provided they 
are not unlawful tastes, his business 
simply is to study them and gratify 
them. And so Andoveris wise when- 
ever she says to herself ‘Let me make 
myself attractive to the persons who 
havé the Institutions here for their cen- 
tre. That is my most profitable indus- 
try. Do they like trees and watered 
streets and the absence of glaring ad- 
vertisements and of drunken ' men? 
Well, every one to his taste. They 
shall have them. : It might be a profit- 
able investment. for me to assist 1n en- 
larging the plant of the Institution 
with new buildings, or other means for 
making them more: éfficiént and at- 
tractive. Every gain to them is a gain 
to me. Every new student has a penny 
to drop into my pocket. Every family 
that comes to town to educate its 
children brings anothey family like it- 
self. Every ounce of learning - smelted 
on Andover Hill adds a pound to the 
dignity and worth of Andover’s name 
wherever that name is spoken. - Yes, I 
and the Institutions have not opposing 
interests, for we really are one.”

FINISHING TOUCHES. 

When the shoe has been fitted, the 
nails driven, drawn up, and clinched, 
there should be nothing left to be done, 
Very frequently, however, itis just at 
this stage that the incompetent “work- 

man, in the inost wnealléd for manner,’ 
inflicts serious and lasting injury on the 
foot. Ifthe wa}l -has not been suffi- 
ciently reduced in leveling the foot, or 
if the shoe is too small, the rasp is re- 
quired to reduce the projecting parts. 
Often, indeed, when there is not even 
this pretext, the whole surface of the 
foot is subjected ‘to ‘its relentless touch. 
No procedure could well:be devised

which would be more hurtful to the 
foot. In its natural state the entire 
hoof, fromthe ronét to the sole jevel, 


is covered by. 
varnish, thi 4 
and gradually b ner as it 


descends. Under cover of this benefi- 
cent curtain the new hurn is secreted 
and protected until it his attained ma- 
turity. The moisture secreted by the 
animal economy; necessary to the per- 
fection of the horn, is retained within 
it, and the prejudicial influences of al- 
ternating drought and moistre are set 
at defiance, 1n a very dry atmosphere 
like ours it is of paramount importance 
that this beautiful shieid should be pre- 
served and fostered, and no name is 
bad enough for a senseless custom 
which, to serve no good purpose, robs 
the foot of a ntcessary protection which 
it-is beyond the power of art to imitate 
or replace. 


WINTER SHOEING, 


The subject of wiuter shoeing pre- 
sents, in many sections of the country, 
fresh difficulties, for now the shoe is 
required, in the case of all classes of 
horses, to discharge a double duty; to 
afford foothold as well as guard against 
undue wear. Various patterns of shoes 
have from time to time been invented | 
to. meet thig-dualyrequirement, but the 
commonest of all, fashioned with shoe 
and heei catks or calkins, is, faulty 
though it be, probably, all things con- 
sidered, the one which best suits the 
requirements.of the’ case, It should, 
however, never be lost sight of that 
the shorter, the sharper, and the smaller 
the calkins are, so long as they answer 
the purpose which ealled them into ex- 
istence, 80 much the better for-the foot 
that wears them. High calkins, while 
they confer no firmer foothold, are po- 
tent means of inflicting injury both on 
the foot itself and the superincumbent 
limb at large. It is only from that por- 
tion of the catch which enters the 
ground surface that the horse derives 
any benefit in the shape of foothoid, 
and it must be apparent tothe mean- 
‘est capacity that Jong calkins, which 


‘do “not penetrate the hard, uneven 


ground, are so many levers put into the 
animal’s possession to enable if not 
compel him to wring his feet, rack his 
limbs, and inflict untold tortures on 
himself. I have laid particular stress 
on this subject, as I am of opinion that 
the presence of navicnlar disease, a 
dire malady from which horses used 
for agricultural labor should enjoy a 
practical immunity, is traceable largely 
tothe habitual use, duritig our long 
winter months, of needlessly large calk- 
ins, only fractional parts of which find 
lodgment in the earth or ice during 
progression. .I will explain what I 
mean. When a horse is shud with the 
exaggerated calkins to which I have 
alluded, the toe and heel calks are, or 
ought to be, the same height to start 
with at all events. Very often, how- 
ever, they are not, and even when they 
are, the toe valk wears down on ani- 
mals used for draft purposes far more 
rapidly than. its fellows at the heel. 
The result.is that the toe is depressed 
while the. heel is~ unnaturally raised. 
The: relative position of the bony 
structures within the foot is altered, 
and the navicular bone, which is not 
one of the weight-bearing bones, is 
‘brought within the angle of incidence 
ofboth weight and concussion, influ- 
ences which it was never contemplated 
it should withstand, and which its 
structure precludes its sustaining with- 
out injury. The bone becomes first 
bruised:and then diseased; the tendon, 


to which it was intended it should act | 


as a pulley, which passes over and is in 
constant contact with it, before long 
also becomes implicated, and what is 
technieally known as navicular arthri- 
tis is thus engendered and developed.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


In South Africa the muti. amanzi, or 

_ gain doctor, is next in position in the 

- Kaffir tribes to the chief, and has per 
haps the most influence. He is looked 
upon as possessing supernatural pow- 
ers, and is supposed to stand high in 
favor with the Incosi Pesulu (the Great 
Spirit) or Inkulukulu (God), but to 
judge him by his appearance one would 
conclude that he was a chosen minion 
of his satanic majesty rather than an 
angel of the gods. He and_ his assist- 
ants are of course frauds, as they can- 
not possibly produce what they claim, 
but as they continue the services until 
_ rain eowses they are Jooked upon by the 
~ ignorant savages as actually possessing 
this power: They ‘demand many gifts 
and cattle for their *‘influence,” and 
are never refused, as a refusal. would, 
as is supposed, bring dire results on the 
guilty one. If rain is needed the chief 
of the kraal calls the local muti to him 
and requests that they bring rain, ac- 
companying his request by a gift of 
several cattle. The incantations are at 
once commenced and continued until 
rain falls, for the muti never give up, 
and if asked why no rain has come say 
that the amahlozl” (spirits) are angry 
with the people and that more sacri- 
fices must be made. About this stage 
of the service the chief becomes un- 
easy and sénds for the muti amanzi of 
all the tribes and makes known his 
wants. 

l arrived at the kraal (village) pre- 
sided over by Chief Matokwa, a very 
intelligent. man and quite friendly to 
the whites, during a drought, and 
jearned that the chief wiuti was to ar- 
rive next day and bring the long wished 
for-rain.._1..concluded.:to_ remain and 
gee the old rogue go through his magic 
and sucrifices. As the sun came: up 
next worning | was awakened by a ter- 
rible din, and upon arising ‘found that 
the chief moti amanzi had arrived. 
Preparations were carried on all day 
for sacrifices that were to be offered 
mext day, and I found that the chief 
muti bad expressed his opinion that 
-mothing short of a human sacrifice 


would put nee i in good humor and 
cause them to rains fall. 1 went 
to Matok wa" oes fin this was all 


humbug and not to allow any of his 
--people-te-be-sacrificed, and_after a long 
and hot argument he promised that 
none of his people should be killed. 
The muti amanzi became very angry at 
my interference and would. not speak 

® to me, but | eared nothing for this, as 
1 had, as | supposed, nothing to fear 
from hit. 

_ The next morning broke clear and 
bright and not the teast sign of rain. 
All assembled in a cleared spot just 
outside the kraal and formed a semi- 
eirdle. The wuti soon appeared, fol- 
lowed by twenty. servitors. He was 
painted in a wost demoniacal fashion; 
his neck and arms were bedecked with 


-enakes,--tizurds...and..other loathsome | ing 


reptiles, and his hair was stack full 
with long crow feathers. Fires were 
kindled and ten oxen were led in one 
by one by the servitors and slaughtered 
by the muti, the servitors all the time 
repeating some unintelligible jargon. 
As the long keen knife of the muti 
‘was driven into the poor brutes the 
blood “would spart yout, which was 
caught in vessels and scattered’ in the 
air and to the four winds, the muti 
contorting his features and wallowing 
in the blood which fell to the ground. 
The poor brutes, while yet alive, were 
ripped open, their entrails torn out and 
flang hot and smoking on the fires; 
this to have the smoke and smell of 
blood reach the angry gods and cause 
them to relent and pour out the rains. 
The flesh of the animals was then roast- 
ed and eaten. by the people, the muti 
- all the time brandishing his knife and 
chanting a wild and anearthly song. 
Still no rain, and 1 could see that 
something devilish was working through 
the mind of the muti. I called my two 
servants to me and told them what 
had occurred the day before in refer- 
_ jence to the human sacrifice, and they 
said that if the chief said his people 
‘would not be sacrificed we could look 
out for the lot to-fall to one of us 1 
bade them stay near me ne Kad have their

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pistols ready, for we wouid 
preference to "being sacrificed, 
| barely finished my instructions pitas it 
was announced that no rain would 
come until the spirits had smelled and 
tasted human blood. sles 

The chief nodded assent, and the 
young men of the tribe tremblingly 
fornied a circle to be inspected by the 
mati to see if any would answer as to. 
a sacrifice. Myself and two seryants 
were inside the circle near the chief. 
As the mati passed along the line ab- 
ject terror and misery were depicted on 
the faces of the ~s men. He came 


across my ‘moulder “yelled “out, “Bas- 
sella! bassella!" (‘the victim! the vic- 
tim!"), at the same time com 

four young men who had held the oxen 
for the knife, to approach and seize the 
sacrifice, ‘*that the Great Spirit might 
have human blood to drink and breathe 
the fragrance of the ascending smoke of 
his roasted heart.” 

Not seeing the matter in the oume 
light as the muti, we prepared to de- 
fend ourselves. — In the present state of ' 
excitement I knew it would be of no 
use to parley oréven. attempt to, so as 


the servitors | without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation ‘ ‘on them. | 
Two fell dead, and deliberate 


aim,at the villainous muti I sent a bul- 
let crushing through his head, which 
sent him to his last account, and be- 
fore the people could recover from 
their astonishment we took to our heels, 
and gaining a large rock placed our 
backs against it, deterniined to sell our 
lives as dearly as possible if any further 
attempt was made to harm us. 

The muti being dead, a consultation 
was held by the chief.and his advisers, 
who evidently decided not to carry on 
a war against a man who was powerful 
enough to kill a muti with a small 
noise. Ina parley which followed we 
explained. to the chief, very plainly, 


“what thé eonsequences would be to 


him and his tribe if we were harmed 
when the news reached our friends on 
the coast. We were not subjected to 
any further trouble, the stipulation be-, 
ing that we leave their country at once, 
a condition we were not loath to com- 
ply with: 1 had my men bring our 
horses and rifles to the rock, and re- 
ceiving an angry goodby from Matokwa 
and sundry malignant scowls from the 
assembled’ warriors, we  aeymeted ata 
brisk trot. 
After an hour's travel (Vinedtioln. one 
of my servants, rode up to me and said, 
**Boss, can you make a big war?” | 
did not understand what he meant by 
this, and asked him to explain. He 
then told me that we would be very 
likely to receive a visit from the Sitan- 
tas, the tribe we had just left, and they 
would try to avenge the deaths of the 
muti and his servitors whom we had 
shot. This piece of information was 
far from pleasant, as | knew we three 
sould do but little against the numbers 
that would possibly assail us. 1 called 
Mphana,-and asked him if he thought 
we would be pursued, and received a 
very depressing reply in the affirmative. 
The day was nearly spent, and | told 
my wien we could hide during the night 
and possibly escape them the following 
day. This they doubted; and proposed 
that we go on to the Little Marraba 
tribe and ask protection. I had been 
among tivse people before ‘and had 
rendered them quite a service, and 
readily agreed to the proposal, as it 
seemed the only way out of the trouble.

Colon to Panama. After having become 


bted-about—$420;000,000 the project 


was abandoned in 1889, © The speaker 
said “The profession of civil engineering 
may be said to be practically a creation 
of our century, and this profession has 
develo ed a boldness and courage which 
make it the wondér and admiration of 
our day.”’ ‘ 

After citing the more important ob- 
stacles concerning the Panama venture, 
among others the tempestuous weather 
usual to the harbor of Colon, the dead 
calms at Panama, and the deadly malaria 
of the region, the lecturer proved the un-’ 
suitableness—of—the—locality for the con- 
summation of the work. On the other 
hand, the natural advantages of the sur- 
vey of the Nicaragua route are favorable, 
the river and lake can be utilized, the 
land has the greatest depressioty of any 
point in the Cordillera, between the 
Arctic Ocean and Cape Horn, the trade 
winds are favorable to sailing crafts and 
render the climate very healthy and 
agreeable. The distance is shorter than 
the Panama route by 1300 miles and a 
vessel from New York to San Francisco 
would shorten her voyage by about 19 
days. In closing, the project was con- 
sidered from the standpoint that if the 
canal were completed, whether it-would 
be a paying investment, and the esti- 
mates of competent men were given and 
compared with the cost and returns of 
similar undertakings. ‘This canal is by 
all thoughtful men in Europe as well as 
in America, considered as giving assur- 
ance of a prominence to America with 
the nations of the earth which will be 
phenomenal.”
